DECLARATION.

„To all our loving Subjects 

By of what Degree oz Quality 

— ſioever, Greeting. If the 
General Diſtraction and Confuſion, which 
is ſpꝛead over the whole Kingdom, doth not 
awaken all men to a Defire, and Longing, 
that thoſe Wounds which have ſo manp 
years together been kept bleeding, may be 
bound up, all We can ſay Will be to no pur⸗ 
pole : However, after this long Silence, 
We have thought it our Duty to Declare, 
how much we deſire to contribute there- 
unto; and that, as We can never give over 
the hope in good time to obtain the Poſſel⸗ 
ſion of that Right, which God, and Na- 
ture hath made Dur Due; So We do make 
it Our dayly Suit to the Divine Pꝛovi⸗ 
dence, that he will, tn Compaſsion to Us, 
and Our Subjects, after ſo long Miſery, 
and Sufferings, remit, and put Us into a 
quiet and peaceable Poſſelsion of that Our 
Right , with as little Blood, and Da- 
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mage to our People as is poſstible : Noz do 
We deſire moze to enjoy what is Ours, then 
that all Our Subjects may enjoy what, by 
Law is theirs, by a full, and entire Adnuni- 
ſtration of Juſtice thzoughout the Land, 
and by extending Pur Mercy Where it is 
wanted, and deſerved, 

And to the end, that the fear of puniſh- 
ment, may not engage any conſcions to 


themſelves of what is paſt, to a perſeverance 


in guilt fo: the future, by oppoſing the 
quiet, and happineſs of their Country, in 
the Reſtozation both of King, Peers, and 
People, to their Juſt, Antient, and Fun- 
damental Rights ; We do by thele pꝛeſents 


Declare, That we do grant a Free and 


General Pardon, which we are ready, upon 


demand, topaſs under Our Gꝛeat Seal of 


England, to all Out. Subjects of what De- 


mee, oꝛ Quality ſnever , who within fkoꝛty 


dayes after the publiſhing Hercof , ſhall lay 
hold upon this Our G2ace, and Favour, 
and ſhall. by any publick Act, Declare their 
doing ſo, and that they return to the Loy- 
alty and Obedience of good Subjects; Ex- 
cepting onely ſuch perſons, as ſhall hercat⸗ 
ter be excepted by Parliament: Thoſe onely 


excepted, let all Our Subjects, how faulty 


{oever, rely upon the Woꝛd of a King, ſo- 
lemnly given by this pꝛeſent Declaration, 
That no Crime whatſoever , committed a- 
gainſt Us, oꝛ Pur Royal Father, befoze the 
Publication of this, ſhall ever riſe in judge- 
ment, 02 be bzought in Queſtion againſt 
any of them, to the leaſt endammagement 
of them, either in their Lives, Liberties, 
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02 Eſtates, 92 (as far foꝛth aàs lies in Pur 
power) fo much as to the pꝛejudice of their 
Reputattons, by any Kepꝛoach, oz term of 
diſtinction from the reſt of Pur beſt Sub⸗ 
jects: We deſiring, and 92daining that hence- 
foward all Notes of Diſco2d,: Separation, 
and Difference of Parties, be utterly abo⸗ 
liſhed among all Pur Subjects, whom we 
invite, and comure to à perfect union among 
theinicives, under Pur P2ottction foz the 
Relettiement of our juſt Rights and theirs, 
ina Free Parliament, by which, upon the 
Woꝛd of a King, we will be adviſed 
And becaule the paſſion; and uncharita⸗ 
bleneſs of the times, have pꝛoduced feveral 
opintons in Keitgion , by which men are in⸗ 
gaged in parties and antmoſities againſt 
tach other, which, when they chall Here: 
after unite in a freedome ok converſation, 
will be compoſed, oꝛ better underſtood :'nge 
do declare a Liberty to tender Conſcien- 
ces, and that no man ſhall be diſquieted, oz 
called in queſtion, foʒ differences of opinion 
in matter of Religion, which do not diſturve 
the peace of the Kingdome, and that we 
ſhall be ready to conſent, to ſuch an Act of 
Parliament, as upon mature: deliberation 
wall be offered tous ,foz the full gzanting 
And becaule in the Continued diſtractions 
of ſo many years, and ſo many and g. 
Revolutions, many.Gzants,and pu <a 8 
of Eftates have been made to; and by many 
Officers, Souldiers, and others, who are 
now polleſſed of the fame, and who may be 
liable to Actions at Law, upon ſeveral 
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Titles, We are ikewiſle willing, that au 
differences , and all things relating to 
fach G:ants, ſales, and purchaſes ſhall be 
determined in Parliament, which can beſt - 
pꝛo vide foz the juſt Satisfaction of all men 
who are concerned, es 
And We do further Declare, that We will 
de ready toconſent to any Act, oꝛ Acts of 
griiament to the purpoſes afozeſaid, and 
the full ſatisfaction of all Arrears due 
to the Officers, and Soldiers of the Ar- 
mp, under the Command of General o ck, 
and that they ſhall be received into Our 
Service, upon as good pay, and conditions 
as they now enjoy.
